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FARMER  UROED  TO  FINISH  CLEAN-UP  AND  PASS  INSPECTION 


Ain  CCRNFISLDS  in  the  clean-up  area  ai-e  now  ready  for  in- 
spection with  everirthing  conpleted,  tlie  stalks,  stubule  and 
corn  remnants  eitiier  "burned  or  plov/ed  under,  and  the  farm 
shipshape  as  far  as  corn  is  coixcerned.      A  large  nu.nber  of 
farmers,  who  have  "been  delayed  by  rain  or  other  unavoidable 
causes  should  finish  their  volxuntarj''  cler.n-up  satisfactorily 
soon.       In  a  study  of  1,957  corn-borer  inspectors'  reports, 
covering  36,533  acres  of  cornland,  89  per  cent  of  tae  farmei's  were  found  to 
be  cooperating  to  the  fullest  extent  in  the  car.ipaign. 

A.F.V/oods,  director  of  scientific  v/ork,  the  personal  repre- 
sentative of  Secretary  Jardine  in  the  general  conduct  of  the  campaign  urges 
the  educational  and  informational  extension  agents,  s-nd  the  corn-borer  sup- 
ervisors and  inspectors  to  bend  every  effort  toward  encouraging  the  individ- 
ual farmer  to  FBTISH  HIS  CLEi^JT-UP  m  PASS  DTSPECI'IOIT. 


The  individual  farmer  is  urged  to  use  every  possible  meaiis 
to  put  on  the  finishing  touches  within  tlie  nexx  few  days  tnat  will  entitle 
him  to  an  extra  labor  fee.      The  reports  on  field  conditions  indicate  that 
there  are  many  farras  on  which  an  85  to  95  per  cent  clean-up  has  been  accom- 
plished but  on  v;hich  there  is  still  need  to  do  so  :\e  raking,  gathering,  and 
burning  of  stalks  roots,  and  other  remnants  in  the  fields  in  order    to  meet 
inspection  requirements.      On  a  considerable  number  of  rar;as  too,  the  clean- 
up arovjid  buildings,  barnyards,  and  feed  lots  has  not  been  coi.ipleted.  Tlie 
necessity  for  a  thorough  and  complete  clean-up  to  meet  the  regulations  of 
the  act  can  not  be  too  strongly  emphasized.

OHIO  feels  thr.t  it*s  the  i-.'oa-thermaia*  s  turn  to  se-y  whether  tlxO 
State-Federal  campaign  to  check  the  Eui' op  con  corn  "borer  will  "be  a  success. 
From  90  to  95  per  cent  of  the  farmers  in  the  42  infested  counties  h^^ve  "bo- 
gun  to  clean  up  all  rermants  of  their  1926  corn  crop.     Give  the  fariucr  an- 
other week  or  two  of  s^onshino  or  at  least  deliverance  from  soaking  rains, 
and  1926  cornstalks  ai\d  stuh"blo  will  "bo  either  hurncd  or  plo\/cd  under  in 
all  parts  of  the  borer- infested  areas,  county  agents  report. 

li'fDIAi'TA  reports  that  I>ircctor  of  Extension  Christie  has  had  zxv 
almost  universally  100  per  cent  cooperation  in  the  cl^an-v.p  work.  Ihe 
only  delays  have  "been  unusually  rain;^'  v/eathcr,  whic:i  has  delayed  plowing 
■and  hurnini^  to  a  considerahle  extent.  Fanners,  however,  are  taliinj  :'.a- 
vantago  of  v;hatever  good  weather  there  is.  During  the  cpidoi-iic  of  rainy 
weather,  the  farmers  have  insisted  on  the  men  holding  lae^tings  so  that 
they  might  demonstrate  the  methods  to  "ioc  used,  talk  over  the  -frotlei-is, 
.?^d  get  every  possihle  preparation  for  the  \.ork  that  thv^y  i.oeded  to  do. 

PEJIITSYLV^JIIA  is  meting  epleiidid  progress,  writes  C.  G.  Jordan, 
sccrotar;'-  of  agriculture,  Perjiicylvania  State  depart-i^nt  of  agriculture, 
"v/e  are  in  it  for  a  complete  clean-up  and  v/ill  not  let  up  until  thu  \.ork 
is  done.    Tnc  extension  department,  through  the  county  r.griciiltural  regents 
under  Director  I'.  S.  KcDowell  of  State  College,  has  carried  on  a  moot  thor- 
oiigh  cc-mpaign  of  education  in  the  eight  Pennsylvania  quarantined  counties. 
In  ^addition  to  the  work  don^,  'hij  the  extension  depr.rtr.ient  of  State  College, 
B,  G.  Brossler,  deputy  secretary  of  agriculture,  has  "been  in  the  field, 
meeting  the  farmers  raid  orga^iiizing  the  work  most  thoroughly.    The  county 
supervisors  and  their  assistants  in  all  the  counties  are  farin..rs  and  under- 
stand the  viewpciiit  of  frriAcrs." 

irKT  YORIC  reports  that  the  owners  v/ho  have  not  cleaned  up  their 
premises  will  he  a  comparatively  small  percentage  of  the  total  niuriher  of 
f  a.rmers. 

A  total  of  122  educational  worker l,  are  now  employed  in  the  corn- 
borer  cloaji-up  work;  4  leaders,  40  assistant  comity  :-gents,  27  specialists 
in  catomolog;^'-  and  engineering,  and  51  clerks. 

REPORTS  FROi:  THE  FIELD 

I.IICHIGAIT      The'coionty  supervisor  in  Erancn  Comity  reports,  "Ve  have  all  the 
machinery  in  good  working  order  and  in  the  field.      Just  as  soon 

as  the  ground  is  dry  enough  we  v/ill  make  the  stubble  fly." 

Hillaaale  County  supervisor  says,  "Had  a  meeting  of  all  my  farm 

inspectors  at  headquarters  to  discuss  their  problems.    All  reported  spl<^n-- 

did  cooperation  .and  farmers  doing  their  best  to  meet  recuirenent s,  though 

handicapped  by  wot  weather." 

OHIO      The  county  supervisor  in  Portage  Comity  says,  "'If  everybody  does 

what  they  say  they  will  do,  old  Portage  vill  make  a  gocd  record." 
The  supervisor  in  Columbiana  and  Mahoning  Cotuities  reports  that  snow  and 
rain  have  retarded  the  work  to  some  extent,  but  tijr.t  as  soon  as  the  weather 
is  good  the  farrr.ers  will  begin  the  clean-up  work  in  earnest.    All  farmers 
are  cooperating,  rjid  there  is  little  opposition  to  the  \-ork. 
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Cuvahoga  Coiantv  siipervisor  reports  the  work  as  prog^rcssing  very 
satisfactorily  and  farmers  doing  all  in  their  power  to  r^'et  the  clean-up 
v/ork  done.     In  this  county  real-estate  companies  own  a  numlior  of  large 
tracts  of  land  v/ldch  probahly  will  have  to  he  defined  up  h-/-  Government 
forces. 

INTER^'^ATIOFAL  CORil-BOilER  COO^ITTSE  IvISETS 

The  ercecutive  comiaittee  of  the  international  cor^i-borer  organi- 
zation, hacker  of  the  present  campaign  to  c>'ec]:  the  European  corn  borer, 
visited  cornfields  in  Ohio  and  Ilichigan  on  April  29,  and  Ontario,  Canada, 
on  April  30  to  f:et  first-hand  information  on  the  progTesr.  of  the  control 
cajr.paipi  in  the  two  countries.    The  corcmittee  was  tremendously  impressed 
hy  the  farmers*  spirit  of  determination  to  clean  up  fields  and  prem.ises 
despite  many  handicaps.    The  comjnittee  visited  one  barnyard  that  displayed 
cornstalks  with  seven  borers  per  stalk.    Discovery  by  Federal  scouts  of 
1,000  borers  per  acre  in  small  pieces  of  trc-sh  and  co^n  stubble  on  fields 
partly  cleaned  up  convinced  the  coinm.ittee  that  only  a  complete  clcan-up 
would  check  the  borer. 

Opportunity  was  given  to  observe  the  power  burner  in  action  and 
also  the  parasite  conservation  cages.    Ton  of  these  screen  cages,  100  feet 
square,  have  bec-n  established  in  t;]^o  infested  area  v/herc  p,:irasitos  have 
been  liberated,    to  preserve  the  paracitcs  fror.i  dcstr-uction  along  with  the 
corn  borer.    Tlic  party  also  visited  the  U.  S.  Entomological  Laborator;;,'  in 
Monroe,  llici;.,  v/horc  no.nc;  remarkable  '.vork  in  breeding  and  rearing  corn-Lori^r 
parasites  for  liberation  in  infested  aroas  is  being  done. 

On  April  30  thoy  went  to  the  infested  arep.  in  Ont,'..rio,  Oani.da,  to 
o^jscrvc  the  progress  of  xho  clean-up,  which  is  being  carried  on  along  nrach 
the  srjiiO  li-ios  as  in  the  States.    Tlicy  found  tlxe  work  pro'a-csjing  sati^ijfac- 
torily  but  with  n  mu:!.h  smaller  acreage  than  in  most  of  xbe  control  area  here. 
Canadian  farmers  have  not  been  ha'ipcrcd  by  so  nruch  unfavorable  weather, 
ProfcLisor  L.  Ccasar,  Provincial  entonologijt  for  Ontario,  A.  I>.

Ifedley  will  relieve  IIi-.  l/orthley  of  uiuch  of  the  office 
routine  and  assist  /lim  in  tne  adiriinis bration  of  the  coLipxilsory  cloan-up  reg- 
ulations . 

T.Ir.  hedley  has  had  experience'  in  the  control  of  injurious 
insects,  having  charge  of  the  Japanese  "beetle  proioct  of  tiic  U.S .Depa.rt.nent 
of  A£:riculture  fraa  1919  to  1923.    As  director  of  u:\e  bureau  of  planu  in- 
dustry in  Pennsylvania,  he  has  come  into  contact  with  the  corn  borer  cjid 
has  assisted  natcrially  in  the  control  pro^^rar.i  for  several  years.    He  is 
the  author  of  several  publications  on  the  corn  borer,  Japanese  beetle,  and 
other  entomological  subjects. 

S'-iUIPi-I^^IT  In  Ohio,  where  the  infestation  of  the  coru  borer  is  heaviest 

ir  THE  FliLl)      and  where  the  clean-up  v/ork  is  more  difficult,  14  tank  tnicks 

eq^uipped  with  necessary  bui'ner  carriages  have  been  assigned 
to  the  counties.      The  burner    carriages  are  supplied  with  oil  froin  the  tank 
tinioks  tlirough  special  hose  at  700  po'onds  pressure  and  gene reite  a  heat  of 
1,400°F,      T]ie  carriages  are  pulled  across  the  fields  by  a  ourning  crew  and 
consuine  all  stalks,  stubble,  ?iid  other  debris  in  the  field  civ.ickly  and  thor- 
oughly,   -n-bout  15  acres  a  day  ca,n  be  burned  in  this  way.      'fliis  is  the  most 
effective  way  of  destroying  the  borer;  but  as  it  is  costly  it  will  be  used 
only  in  especially  heavily  infested  fields,  at  ti.aes  vlien  s  iced  is  an  impor- 
tant factor,  and  in  low,  wet  areas  or  where  other  physical  fea/tures  make 
plov/ing  and  tixe  regular  cortrol  measures  difficult. 

..  Trs.ctors,  plows,  trucks,  and  st'aoble  beaters  are  daily  leav- 

ing the  Toledo  office  and  ot]"icr  supply  stations  for  use  in  the  field.  About 
06  tracks  of  1  ton  or  one-half  tort  capacity  have  been  distributed,  42  going 
to  coixnties  in  I.'IiC'iigan,  34  to  Ohio,  3  to  Indiana,  and  2  to  Tev/  York.  Stubble 
beaters  and  tractors  are  still  available  to  farmers  v/ho  have  not  completed 
their  clean-up. 

?iEADY  "^OR  Tiie  man  in  im-^iediate  c}";arge  of  tl.e  actual  cl^'an-uj)  operations, 
THiil  FRP-Y        i;he  covjity  supervisor,  is  girding  his  loins  for  bs.ttle,  dcter-

A  letter  was  also  sent  to  the  editors  of  pr-pors  in  the  l.Iichigan 
com-'borer  coimties  by  the  publications  office  of  the  State  collego  urging 
the  support  of  t^ie  press  in  arousing  city  gardeners  to  the  necessity  of 
quid;  and  thorough  action. 

L'lany  city  d-.vellers  with  a  patch  of  sweet  corn  in  the  back  yard 
have  not  yet  realized  fiat  the  ccrn-bcrer  control  reg-iiatioiis  also  apply 
to  theji.      In  cleaning  up  the  garden,  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the  fact 
that  refuse  should  not  be  sent  to  the  d^^mp  or  carted  off  to  start  infost'^- 
tion  in  other  places  but  should  oe  thorcuglily  burned  and  all  re:.inants  or 
stubble  left  in  the  garden  plowed  or  spaded  under. 

XOT  SO  BAD      It  was  with  some  dov<.bts  as  to  his  reception  by  the  farr.iers 
that  R.L.Goss,  one  of  the  a.gricult-j.ral  engineers  at  Pu.rdue 
University,  La  Fayette,  Ind.,  started  out  to  shov;  thsxa  how  to  adjust  their 
machinery  and  place  v/ires  on  the  plow  to  r.ieet  control  reg-ilations .  Siiuors 
had  been  afloat  of  not  altogether  enthusiastic  receptions  accorded  oth.er 
v/e  11 -meaning  gentlemen  on  si.iilar  missions.      Better  fortune  awaited  LIr, 
Goss  however,  for  returning  to  headquarters  at  the  end  of  his  first  day, 
he  reported  that  as  a  result  of  visiting  six  farmers  a.nd  aemonstrat ing  to 
them,  five  invited  him  back  to  a  Suiiday  chicken  diiraer.      ¥e  are  sorry  out 
there  are  no  more  similar  vaca.ncies  now  on  the  corn-borer  force. 

FLIPPER  DOES      A  farmer  in  Lagrange  County,  Ind.,  H.B.Long,  has  invented  an 
CLEAIT  JCP  interesting  little  device  r.iade  of  strap  iron  called  a  flipper. 

It  attaches  to  tno  l^arrow  -.vheel  of  a  sulky  plow  and  doe^;'  a 
more  effective  job  of  putting  stalks  u^ider  the  furrow  slice  thaj^i  anything 
yet  devised.    It  is  reported  to  ma.ke  possible  a  99  per  cent  joo  of  covering 
heavy  cornstalks  with  a  IS-inch  plow.
